Further a review of Table 1 presented in the Declaration under 37 C.F.R. section 1.132 of Eric C. Hince with teachings to 
92.50 to 94.50 % Calcium Peroxide and 2.50 to 4.75 % complex inorganic sodium phosphates selected from two or three of tripoly- 
phosphate , trimetaphosphate and hexametaphosphate and other materials are not commensurate in scope with the instant claims 
directed to 20 to 99 % of active oxygen and 1 to 80 % of at least two complex inorganic phosphates selected from the group of ringed 
metaphosphates and linear polyphosphates. The difference in results are not unexpected in view of the teachings of Gago. Claim 37 as 
amended contains reference to canceled claim 3 . 
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
